Positioning Foot for an Instrument Stand, filed on 1 1/24/03. Claims 1-3 are 
pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
United States Patent No. 2612335 to Saltzman. 

The patent to Saltzman discloses a stand having legs (19, 19, 20) with 
pads (21 , 35) each pad having a through hole (22) defined through the pad, each 
pad having two grooves (23) on opposite sides faces of faces of the pad and 
spikes (24-26), each with an engaging end (26) and a connecting end (24) and 
pivotally received in a groove of the pads, and a knob (30) screwingly connected 
to the connecting end such that the spike is able to pivot relative to the knob (30)
